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MAY SAIL IN A GALE. 


VIGILANT MUST OONOEDE ONE MIN- 


UTE FORTY-EIGHT SEOONDS. 


Measurements of Both Vessels Show the 
Sailing Length of the American Candi- 
date Much Greater than the English 
Valkyrie=How the Vessels Were oO fil- 
cially Put Under the Tape=Cheers for 
the Iselin Boat as It Is Towed Down 
the River. 

New York, Oct. 4.—[Specia).]—From pres- 
ent indications it will be cutter weather which 
will be faced by the racers tomorrow. The 
weather forecaster is uncertain, but he in-

clines to the belief that two storms, one com- 
ing from the southwest—which recently paid 
its respects to New Orleans—and one from the 
northwest, now central in Canada, will meet 
in this vicinity tomorrow, and that it is likely 
to stir things up in exceedingly lively manner 
off the Long Island and Jersey coasts.. He 
hopes, however, and in this hope he is joined 
by thousands of yachtsmen and other thou- 
sands of land-lubbers who will look tomor- 
row for the first time on a yacht race, that the 
sky will be clear, with a good steady wind 
either from the east or west. 

The Vigilant will allow the Valkyrie one 
minute and forty-eight seconds in the races 
for the America’s Cup. In a drizzling rain 
late this afternoon the Vigilant was remeas- 
ured, agreeably to the wishes of Lord Dun- 
raven, and that official “act having been per- 
formed by Measurer John Hyslop, New York 
Yacht club, the challenging and defending 
yachts were ready for the great international 
match, the first race of which will be sailed 
tomorrow. The Valkyrie had pre- 
viously been under Measurer Hyslop’s 
eye and steel tape. There were other eyes 
upon him while he was doing the work, nota- 
bly those of Designer Watson, who watched 
him closely and was only satisfied with his 
methods and measurements after personal in- 
spection. The conditions are that any excess 
of load water line over eighty-five feet shall 
be counted double in calculating the sailing 
length for time allowance. So Watson want- 
ed everything short as possible on his boat 
and as much as it could be!madeon the 
Vigilant. 


How They Were Measured. 


The British yacht was floated shorly after 1 
o’clock, and ing to the directions which 
Capt. Cranfield had received from friends of 
the Valkyrie he began to strip it of all super- 
fluous fittings. In fact he commenced to 
“skin ” itin truly racing style. Furniture 
went out, bedding followed, cushions found 
their way into the big scow alongside, and at 
last the crew's **‘ dunuage’”’ was broken out 
from below and put over the rail, The heavy 
articles had been taken from the ship before 
it went into the dock. 

Then two-thirds of the men were told to 
stay on shore, Measurer Hyslop had mean- 
while arrived with an assistant, and at 2 
o'clock or thereabouts they went to work. At 
that time Lord Dunrayen, Charles Kerr, H. 
Maitland Kersey, and Designer Watson were 
on board. Sailmaker Ratsey was on the 
pier, and there he remained until the measure- 
ments had been taken, and his weight was of 
no significance, 

Measurer Hyslop was slow but exact. Wat- 
son’s following him did not ruffle him in the 
leagt. When the spars had been satisfactorily 
disposed of, the load water line length was in 
order. This was important, and the light- 
weights and heavy-weights left on board had 
to leave for the shore. 

“There she comes,’’ shouted a hundred at 
twenty minutes to 4 o’clock, and sure enough 
the tall topmast of the Vigilant could be seen 
through the forest ot spars off the dock, It 
was in tow of the tug Commander and its 
tender, Hattie Palmer, was with it. In five 
minutes the cup-defender had been warped 
into the dock, while the Valkyrie was being 
hauled out. On the deck of the Vigilant were 
C, Oliver Iselin, who has had it in charge 
since launching; Commodore E. D. Morgan, 
N, Y. Y. C.3 Vice-Commodore W. Butler 
Duncan Jr., N. ¥. Y¥. C.; Herbert C. Leeds 
and E. A. Willard, all of whom have been 
closely identified with the boat during its ra- 
cing career, and there was also to be seen its 
designer, Capt. “ Nat” Herreshoff. 

Cheers from Opposing Crews, 


As soon as it was made fast Capt. Hansen 
mustered the crew forward of the mast and in 
a stentorian voice proposed “ three cheers for 
the Valkyrie.” They were given with a will 
and the Valkyrie boys, at the bidding of Skip- 
per Cranfield, were called to the stern of the 
craft and responded most heartily with “Hip, 
hip, hurrah!’’ thrice repeated. The Vigilant’s 
size and its masthead rigging were long and 
earnestly scanned by the Valkyrie’s crew, In 
five minutes more the Valkyrie was being 
towed to Bay Ridge, where both boats lie at 
anchor tonight. ~ 

The Vigilant, while bemg towed through 
the East River on its way to the Erie Basin, 
was continually saluted by passing vessels, 
and when in the neighborhood of the ferry- 
boats was cheered again and again by their 
passengers, all of which shows that the inter- 
est in its welfare is universal, The Hatty 
Palmer moved alongside the Vigilant and the 
few articles that had not been previously re- 
moved from it were passed over the side, and 
the crew and gentlemen also left it. Then 
Measurer Hyslop began his work. (Capt. 
Herreshoff assisted him, while Watson looked 
on, watching every movement that was made. 

The result of Measurer Hyslop’s work was 
made known during the evening, and is as 
follows: .

PRISONER'S BOLD DASH FOR LIBERTY. 


He Jumps from a Patrol Wagon and 
Is Caught After a Lively Chase. 
Two men were ;arrested on Dearborn

JURY AWARDS MRS, VAN HOUTEN $40,000, 


End of the Case the Supreme Court Or- 
dered Kept Out of Boston Papers, 

Bostow, Mass., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—The 
jury in the case of Mrs. Anna D, Van Houten 
against Asa P. Morse awarded the plaintiff 
today $40,000. Mr. Morse appealed to the 
full bench. This is the case Judge Barker of 
the Supreme Court ordered to be kept out of 
the Boston papers. Asa P, Morse, the de- 
fendant, is 75 years of age. Heis President 
of the Cambridgeport National Bank, 
has been for many years a member 
of the school board in Cambridge, and has 
been in both Houses of the Massachusetts 
Legislature. He is reputed to be worth be- 
tween $200,000 and $300,000. He isa 
widower with two daughters living. Mrs. 
Anna D. Van Houten is 33 years of age, and 
attractive. She was divorced in 1889 froma 
Senator in the State of Washington. Her 
husband got a divorce at the same time. 

The plaintiff claimed that the defendant 
proposed marriage and she accepted him May 
14, 1891; that he bought her a $500 en- 
gagement ring and her wedding dress; that 
all relations were finally broken off by him 
suddenly early in 1892. The defense was a 
general denial.

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SWEPT INTO THE SEA. | 


AT LEAST A THOUSAND VICTIMS OF 
THE GREAT GULF STORM. 


One of the Few Survivors of the Disaster 
at Grand Isle and Cheniere Camanad 
Brings Details of the Awful Destruc- 
tion of Life Sunday Night—Water Nine 
Feet Deep on the Islands—Hundreds 
Not Drowned Crushed to Death in Fallen 
Houses=Heavy Loss at Mobile. 


New Oxtrzans, La., Oct. 4.—[Special.]— 
There is no longer doubt that the populous 
islands of Grand Isle and Cheniere Camanad 
have shared the fate of Lost Island. Charles 
Schurb, a carpenter who had been at Grand 
Isle’ building a school house, succeeded in 
reaching the city today, being the first sur- 
vivor of the disaster to arrive. 

The wind at the island Sunday night began 
blowing a storm at 7 o’clock, banked the 
water against the land, and increasing in ve- 
locity caused the big gulf waves to assume 
gigantic proportions. Waves ten feet high 
began sweeping over the north end of the 
island and then encroached upon the higher 
middle portion of the land, until by 9 o’clock 
there was an average depth of five feet on the 
island. At midnight it was nine feet, and the 
torrent was so powerful that nothing stood be- 
fore it. The houses of’ the residents melted 
before the flood, the wind carrying off the 
roofs and the water tearing away the walls. 
The shrieks and cries of the crushed and 
drowning people were heard everywhere and 
the scene was utterly chaotic. : 

In the house in which Mr. Schurb was stop- 
ping there were twenty-five persons. Sudden- 
ly the roof fell in, burying everybody but 
Schurb and a colored bricklayer, and these 
two only escaped, Mr. Schurb swam to a 
neighboring house, which went to pieces al- 
most as soon as he reached it, The only sur- 
vivors there were a woman and child, whom 
Schurb assisted to-a tree, where they remained 
until 4 o’clock the nett morning. Mr. Schurb 
says his night in the tree was harrowing. The 
wind howled, cabins crashed, and the shrieks 
and groans of the wounded and dying made 
music that was infinitely sad. While he re- 
mained in the tree three waves washed. over 
him that were mountain high, but he and the 
woman and her babe clung tenaciously to the 
limbs for support and saved themselves. The 
wind was the highest about midnight and con- 
tinued fora couple of hours. Then it began 
to abate in severity until 4 o’clock, when it 
was blowing with only moderate velocity, 
finally dying out to a light breeze. 

The Flood Recedes. 


When the wind died out the waves began to 
decrease in size, and the water that had swept 
over the land began to run back into the gulf. 
Only here and there stood a house, Every- 
where there were merely brick foundations to 
mark where homes had stood. Trees lay 
prostrate upon the ground. Furniture, bed- 
ding, stoves, clothes, and kitchen utensils 
were scattered in promiscuous confusion 
wherever the vision was able to reach, and 
here, there, and everywhere were the ghastly 
faces of corpses. Upon many of them there 
was still evidence of the terrible agony they 
had suffered before death. 

Many of the poor men, women, and chil- 
dren had lived through the night, but mortal- 
ly wounded. There were broken arms and 
broken legs, bruised and battered bodies, 
faces slashed out ofall human form. Many 
a pile of débris was the temporary grave ofa 
family. 

Cheniere lies across from Grand Isle and is 
separated from the island by Cheniere Bay. 
Its head is stuck out in the gulf and when the 
storm came up the mighty waves of the ocean 
washed over the stricken land and swept 
everything before them. Cheniere was even 
more thickly settled than Grand Isle. It was 
the home of fishermen and storekeepers and 
itcomprised acolony of 1,400 souls, with 
churches, schools, and evidences of modern 
civilization. Nearly all its residents were 


white people, the Spanish race 
largely predominating. ‘© Hundreds’ . of 
fishing smacks were owned by the 


residents and many of these were moored to 
the landing places when the storm came up. 


Others that were not were either on the way | 


to or from the city or were engaged in fishing 
for oysters, which is the great industry of the 
islands. Dozens of the little craft that were 
tied at the main landing were picked up by 
the mighty-waters and either beached or torn 
to pieces like the houses of their owners. 
Hardly any of them escaped injury and most 
of them had been battered to pieces, -The 
picture was a terrible one Monday. 

Charity of Survivors, 


There were scores of bodies lying around | 


and already beginning to sHow signs of de- 
composition. Under the circumstances for 
the safety of the rest of the colony it became 
necessary to take prompt steps to bury those 
who had lest their lives. There were still 
many people who were alive and able-bodied 
arid they immediately organized for a work 
of duty and charity. Shallow trenches formed 
graves into which the uncoffinéd remains 
were placed. Mr. Schurb participated in the 
interment of not less than fifty persons— 
men, women, and children, 

It will never be known accurately how many 
were lost in the storm. The mighty waves 
swept with such force over the land and at 
such a great depth that it is probable many 
bodies and perhaps many who are atill living 
were carried into the marshes. The total 
loss of life at the two islands is placed be- 
tween 1,200 and 1,500. The steamboat Joe 
Weber, which plied between the city and 
Grand Isle, was wrecked, the cabin and guards 
being blown off and the vessel capsized. Capt. 
McSweeney and his wife were saved, but the 
rest of the crew were lost. 

There were two lives lost at Waveland, Miss., 
the Captain and one of the crew of the 
schooner Centennial. All the bridges are 
damaged. Severa] hundred feet of the bridge 
at Biloxi is down, while the bridge at Bay St. 
Louis is almost demolished. A bridge train 
from Evansville, Ind., has been ordered here, 

A later account from a correspondent near 
the scene says a rough estimate is that 400 to 
500 have been saved out of a population of 
1,300 on the Cheniere. The distress ex sting 
there is terrible. The Chinese factory’ at 
Bayou André was totally destroyed and not 
one of the Chinese colony escaped. 
were not more than ten of them at the place. 
Another Chinese shrimp canning factory at 
Bayou Defond was destroyed and all the 
Chinamen killed. 

The monetary loss at Cheniere Camanad is 
placed at $20,000, The comparatively small 
financial loss is due to the fact that the inhab- 


itants were mostly fishermen and occupied 


smallcabins. Krantz’s Hotel and the Ocean 
Club Hotel, both large structures on Grand 
Isle, were wrecked. Krantz was saved, but 
some of his relatives were drowned. 

All accounts confirm the details already 
published of wholesale drowning in Bayou 
Cook and Grand Bay. The loss at the two 
points is placed at eighty. 

Organizing for Relief. 

New Orleans is taking active measures to re- 
lieve the destitution. The Red Cross Society has 
reorganized for the occasion. The Slavonian 
Society, a good number of whose members 


are drowned, today sent out an expedition.

structions to spare no money in succoring the 
living and burying the dead. A volunteer 
movement of Second and Third District citi- 
zens will send two boats to the stricken sec- 
tion tomorrow.

Steps were taken last night by the Execu- 
tive committee of the Chicago Board of Di- 
rectors looking to the removal of the Exposi- 
tion buildings and the administration of affairs 
after Oct. 30. The present machinery will come 
to an end officially the last day of this month, 
and not oniy must the buildings be removed 
but a new organization will probably be 
effected for closing up. Over {wo hours were 
spent in discussion by the committee last 
night, and then it selected five of the strongest 
men in the management to reporta plan for 
winding up the affairs of the Exposition. The 
committee named consists of Director-General 
Davis, President Higinbotham, Director of 
Works Burnham, Solicitor-General Edmund 
Walker, and Director Henry B. Stone, These 
five men will puzzle their heads until next 
week, when they will report to the Executive 
committee. If their plans should be accept- 
able it is not unlikely that they will be con- 
stituted the governmg body after the Fair 
and assume charge subject to the Executive 
committee and the Board of Directors. They. 
will form in fact a kind of council of 
demolition instead of the present Council of 
Administration. The latter, consisting of 
President Higinbotham, Director Schwab, 
and National Commissioners George V. Mas- 
sey and J, W..St. Clair, will end their official 
existence Oct. 830, but may be continued a 
few weeks with their present powers. Presi- 
dent Higinbotham says he is going to get out 
of the World’s Fair just as quickly as he can. 

** It is time for me to earn a little bread and 
butter,” he said after the meeting, “and I 
would resign Oct, 30 if Icould dose, I shall 
oo not remain much longer after that 

ate.’ 

How the committee could get rid of the 
buildings after the Fair was discussed much 
last night and several suggestions were made, 
but no plan could be definitely fixed upon 
until it is learned whether any one wants’ to 
buy the monstrous structures. President Hig- 
inbotham’s plan is to ask for bids. If any 
person or company wishes the Manufactures 
Building or any part thereof he would say: 

** Make us an offer, and, if it is satisfactory, 
you can go ahead and take just what you want 
pr es building, and we will take care of what 
s left.” 

In speaking of this Mr. Higinbotham said: 
** | don’t think there is any other way to do. 
If we require the purchaser to remove the 
débris we shall never sell the buildi ; but 
let buyers take what they want and then we 
ca:.. apply the torch to what is left. There 
will be so much unsalable* lumber and stuff 
that there is nothing to do but burnit. We 
shall not have money enough to remove the 
buildings. There is no place to put them if 
we had. But there is| much material here 
that can be sold. The glass in the roofs is 
just as good now as before it was used and is 
of standard size. And there are doors, ixon 
truss, electric wires, pipes, etc., that are 
worth considerable money.” 

There will be a great reduction of expendi- 
tures after Nov. 1. Resignations are expected 
by the score, and hundreds of employés will 
be out of positions, but it will take some 
weeks to get the exhibits out of the grounds, 
and a big force of laborers will have to be 
employed by the Transportation Department. 

Director of Works Burnham had a plan at 
last night’s meeting for an elaborate history 
of the Exposition concerning the building 
and grounds. He wanted it prepared on the 
de luxe order, and estimated its cost at 
$100,000. But the old days when the Expo- 
sition company thought no more of $100,- 
000 than sending out a three-sheet poster 
have passed.

Upon 
this action becoming known there was great 
pressure to sell silver and the market became 
completely disorganized, the price in London de- 
clining from 37 pence to 30% pence andin New 
York from 84 to 62 cents per ounce. The lst of 
July the price commenced to advance on specu- 

ative buying on American account until on the 
5th the price in London was equivalent to 75.94 
cents, while certificates for silver deposited with 
the Mercantile Trust company of New York were 
quoted at 75 cents per ounce. 

Offers aggregating 520,000 ounces at prices 
ranging from 75.45 to 78 cents were made the 
department on this day, but owing to the unset- 
tled condition of the market and the belief that 
the price had n bid up for speculative pur- 
poses in anticipation of the resumption of pur- 
chases by the department it was difficult to fix 
a price, and all offers *were declined, and no 
counter bids were made. July 7 the offers of sil- 
ver aggreguted 1,758.000 ounces at prices rang- 
ing from 72 tc 76 cents. The eqnhivalent of the 
London price was 74.48 cents. The quotation 
for bullion certificates in New York was 72%.

ft is difficult to fix the market price of silver, 
especially as the prices vary constantly from day 
to day—in fact, almost hourly—and when the 
sellers or dealers themselves differ so widely in 
the rates at which they offer silver to the govern- 
ment. : 

As the Government of the United States is the 
largest purchaser of silver in the world, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, afteran examination of 
the offers and quotations of each day, should de- 
termine what. in his judgment, is a fair market 
price. e@pecially as the act of July 14, 1890, ex- 
pressly provides for the purchase of 4,500,000 
ounces, or so much thereof as may be offered, in 
each month at the market price thereof. 

Dealers Are to Blame. 

It is evident that there are but two courses 
open to the Secretary of the Treasury under this 
statute. He must purchase 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver each month at whatever price ay be 

ow 


ask by the dealers, no matter 

unreasonable oor extortionate they may 
be: or he must employ such means as 
are at his command to ascertain 


what the actual market price is, and make, or 
offer to make, the purchase at that rate; and it 
is simply because the dealers were not willing 
to accept what was considered a fair market 
price that 4,500,000 ounces were not purchased 
during the months of July and August. There 
is no valid reason why the government should pay 
for silver bullion higher prices than are paid by 
individuals. In purchasing all other commodities 
and supplies the government endeavors to pur- 
chase at the market rate. As the world’s supply 
of and demand for silver meet in London, and as 
that market obtains by far the greater part of the 
silver from the United States, Mexico, and South 
América, it follows the Treasury should be able 
to purchase silver here at a lower price than that 
of the London market, the cost of placing silver 
in that market being between three-tenths and 
four-tenths of a cent per ounce. 

What is the market price of a given article at 
the time of the negotiations between the buyer 
and seller is always a question of more or less 
difference of opinion between them. It can be 
adjasted only by mutual agreement, and the 
effort of the government since June 12 last has 
been simply to ascertain the fair market price of 
silver bullion on each day it was offered for sale, 
and when ascertained to make its purchases at

Unequivocal Statements by the J antor

FEARA RECEIVERSHIP 


“EVENING JOURNAL” OOMPANY 
STRIVING TO AVOID ONE. 


Publisher John R. Wilson and Director 
Slason Thompson Hope the Paper May 
Weather the Storm of Which It Is the 
Center—Quarrel Among the Stockhold- 
ers Gets Into Court, Representatives of 
the Shuman Estate Asking to Have the 
Recent Sale Set Aside, 


John R. Wilson, publisher of the Chicago 
Evening Journal, and Slason Thompson, 
managing editor and director, are in hopes 
that the paper can be kept out of a receiver's 
hands. They maintain that the recent sale, 
alleged to have been collusive, was regular, 
and say there is no reason why it should be 
set aside. 

The quarrel amorg the stockholders took 
tangible form Tuesday, when Lucy D. Shu- 
man and Anna S. Elliot filed a bill in the Cir- 
cuit Court praying that the sale of Sept. 20 to 
Samuel F. Farrar for $163,000 be set aside 
and that a receiver be putin charge. Mrs. 
Shuman is the widow of ex-Gov. Shuman, 
and Mrs. Elliot is her daughter. They 
represent the Shuman estate of 
891 shares, The complainants make 
a number of unpleasant charges. They say 
the sale was made with an understanding be- 
tween the directors and the purchasers, They 
allege that the present managers are running 
the business for their own individual benefit 
and continuing themselves in office instead of 
closing up affairs for the best interests of the 
stockholders. 

The bill sets up the incorporation of the 
Journalin July. 1872, on a twenty year 
charter. Itisdeclared the charter expired 
last August, but some time previously a 
license was taken out by the Board 
of Directors for the formation of a new cor- 
poration, to continue the publication of the 
paper and secure the good will of the stock- 
holders of the old company. The complain- 
ants further state that prior to the sale of the 
property they had, through their attorney, 
objected to the sale at auction upon the ex- 
plicit ground that the sale was advertised and 
carried on not for the purpose of realizing the 
highest price possible for the property. but 
for the purpose of enabling the directors, or 
some of them, to become purchasers or inter- 
ested in the purchase, thereby continuing 
themselves in the management. Notwith- 
standing these objections, the bill says, the 
sale was carried on. 

Wilson Bid for the Paper. 

The bill further alleges that John R. Wil- 
son, one of the directors of the company, was 
one of the active bidders at the auction, sit- 
ting next the auctioneer durmg the entire 
sale, and that one or more persons present 
who had come to bid on the property objected 
to bidding in competition with John R. Wil- 
son, and declined to further bid; that all the 
property advertised was stricken off to one 
bidder, Samuel F. Farrar, for the sum of 
$163,000; that the advertised terms of the 
sale were the payment of one-fourth of the 
price in cash at the time of the, sale and the 
remainder in three equal installments at 
periods of six, twelve, and eighteen months 
respectively after the date of the sale; that 
S. F. Farrar is reported § by the 
directors to have complied with these terms 
by paying one-quarter in cash and by 
grving @ notp indorsed by Caroline Farrar 

‘ilson for the three deferred payments. Thd 


complainants further assert that since the sale 


the defendants have continued in their previ- 
ous positions, are interested in the ®roperty 
so purchased, and thata breach of trust has 
been committed by them in arranging with 
Farrar to purchase under agreement to con- 
tinue them in effice; that through such agree- 
ment the property has been sacrificed, and 
that the directors failed to obtain adequate 
‘security upon the notes for the deferred pay- 
ments. 

Slason Thompson said yesterday the sale 
was public and regular ih every respect and 
Mrs. Shuman and Mrs. Elliot had no reason 
to complain of the presence of Publisher Wil- 
son as a bidder. He admitted he expected the 
paper and its leasehold would bring $200,- 
000, but he asserts if Mr. Wilson had not bid 
the paper would have been knocked down for 
less than it was. 


Wilson’s View of the Sale. 


Mr. Wilson says on this point all the 
bidders acted independently of | each 
other. The fact that Mr. Wilson and Mr. Far- 
rar are connected by, marriage made no differ- 
ence whatever. 

Nobody on the outside seems to know just 
how serious the quarrel between the factions 
is. Itis apparently a bitter fight, for Mr. 
Thompson said yesterday for three or four 
months before the Journal was advertised for 
sale he exhausted every effort in trying to 
bring about a friendly settlement and a dis. 
tribution of interests in the ‘property to ob- 
viate the necessity of ’a public sale. 

Mr. Wilson said: ** There were two fac- 
tions in the dld company and this is a move 
to have revenge on me. Frank M. Elliot 
and William K. Sullivan, who ate made de. 
fendants with us, are members of the Shu- 
man-Elliot faction and are made defendants 
merely as a ruse to hide the real intentions of 
the combination.”’ 

The stock of the company, whose charter 
expired Aug. 6, is concentrated in the follow- 
ing hands: 

John R. Wilson, 1,118 shares; Shuman estate, 
391; W. K. Sullivan, 221; Slason Thompson, 
200; W. A. Hutchinson, 70; total, 2,000 shares.

Rerpresestative McLavnty of South Caro- 
lina -claims that the remedy for financial 
stringency is to give to the people a sufficient 
volume of ‘domestic money” tg do business 
with and maintain values without depend- 
encé upon the foreign investor. This idea of 
getting money that can be depended on to 
_ “ stay at home,” because the peoples of other 
sections and countries will not want to take 
it, is a favorite one“in the Southern States. 
The people who hold it do not seem to have 
got into their noddles a conception of the fact 
that money ia of use only for what it will buy 
_and that therefore the best money is that 

which will circulate everywhere, no one re- 
fusing to take it in payment for what he has 
to sell. The money that will not circulate 
away from home is not likely to be satisfac- 
tory there very long, and then the people who 
clamored for it are apt to find it was much 
‘easier to get it than it is to get rid of it. The 
“domestic money” is paid, we will say, to 
the local merchant for goods. He sends it to 


a Chicago, New York, or St. Louis wholesale 


house for more goods. The latter, who may 
be an importer, sells the * domestic money” 
for a gold bill of ,exchange to pay for his im- 
. ports,and he only gets 95 cents on the dollar, 
or 90 cents or less. That fixes the value of 
that ** domestic money,” and when it is there- 
after offered in the store for goods the local 
denier will only ‘allow for it what the gold 
brokers will pay for itin gold. That is the 
way all currency, “ domestic’’ or any other, 
which is not redeemed on derfand by the 
maker in gold, depreciates to the value the 
gold broker will pay for it. Curious that 
anybody is so ignorant a» not to see that out- 
come.

These Senators ought to endeavor to repre- 


he added irisult to injury by “treating with 
contempt urgent and respectful communica- 
tions sent by these exchanges in joint meet- 
ing.” Apparently the gentleman has gained 
eo much of the big head since entering on bis 
office at Washington as to forget that the 
right of petition isa sacred one, and that in 
ignoring it he has acted in the line of disfran- 
chising a considerable number of those whose 
representatives elevated him to the Senatorial 
chair. 


SENATOR PALMER CONDEMNS THE IM- 
POTENT SENATE. 

The Constitution created a Senate and a 
House of Representatives and gave to them 
the law-making power. It was given to them 
that it might be used, not left in abeyance. It 
was supposed by the framers of the Constitu- 
tion that the codrdinate action of the two 
branches was secured by the provision requir- 
ing them to meet on a given day and forbid- 
ding either during a session to adjoprn for 
more than three days without the consent of 
the other, or to any other place than that in 
which both wege sitting. They did not imag- 
ine that one of those branches would remain 
in session for weeks and months, as inert as 
‘the dull weed that roots itself in ease on 
Lethe wharf.” 

The Constitution gave to the Senate as to 
the House power to “determine the rules of 
its proceedings.”’ It was not meant as a grant 
of power to make rules under which business 
could not proceed, but to expedite matters 
and make the Senate an efficient branch of 
the National Legislature. The Senate has 
made for itself rules under which it is claimed 
that it cannot do business except by what is 
equivalent to uranimous consent. That be- 
ing the case it has violated the intent and pur- 
pose of the Constitution. That document says 
nowhere that unanimous agreement is neces- 
eary for the paseage of a bill or for the taking 
of a vote thereon. By saying that two-thirds 
shall be required to pass a bill over a veto it 
eays impliedly that in other cases a majority 
shall have-control. By giving to one-fifth the 
right to demand the yeas and nays and have 
them entered on the journal, the right of the 
minority to defeat a bill by preventing its 
coming to a vote is negatived. 

When the Senate, created for legislation, 
ties its hands by’ rules which prevent its legis- 
lating, and when it makes-rules which give to 
a minority the power to shackle the majority, 
it is guilty of unconstitutional acts, And if 
iis members do not back down voluntarily 
from their false position they should be 
forced to doso. If Senators cannot see for 
themselves that rules based on the assump- 
tion that all Senators are “‘ courteous gentle- 
men’? must be repealed when Tellers, Mor- 
gans, and Stewarts cease to be such, and 
when ‘Senatorial courtesy ” is but another 
name for Senatorial paral;sis, then they are 
blind bats who ought to be driven off their 
perches. 

The present situation is distressing to Sena- 
tor Palmer. He has not been long enough ia 
the Senate for the green mold of its dignity 
to grow on him. He had believed it was a 
body which deliberated and acted. He finds it 
is one where: action is left to“filibusters and 
debate has degenerated into the reading of 
innumerable extracts by aclerk. He says in 
his irritation and perplexity: 

I came here with great views of the dignity and 
anthority of the Senate. I had heard of ita cour- 
tesies, of its large claims to public confidence, 
and I must say that while the Senate deserves all 
that can be said of it, still there is one thing that 
itcannotdo. Ithas not the power to make a 
law—nunleass by the will and consent of the minor- 
ity. But I must confesa, standing here today in 
its presence, that lam astonished to find that it 
is impotent—that ithasno power to act. And it 
is astonishing how the whole country agrees with 
me in that respect. Docs it not seem strange to 
vou, Mr. President, that this great dignified body, 
after spending weeks in debate, must depend 
upon the will of a small number of gentlemen as 
to whether we shall vote or not? 


‘ s . ‘ ‘ ‘ : 

This ia a very sérious thing, and I protest—not 
that these Senators should yield any of their 
rights—but I protest that the time will come, 
and itis very near at hand, when the sensible 
men of this country wil! say that the Senate must 
adopt some law by which it can govern itself. 
That is all. With that I am through. 

Thereupon Senator Dubois said tauntingly 
that the majority could force a vote by 'hold- 
ing a continuous session and tiring out the 
minority. Against that Senator Palmer pro- 
tested. He said: 

I think the declaration of the Senator from 
Idaho (1 speak in kindness) is an appeal to bar- 
barism. Is it true, asa matter of constitutional 
law, that the only ultimate means of securingya 
vote is that we shall previously announce that we 
are engaged in the business of sitting each other 
out; that we are to havé beds brought in, and 
food brought in,/ with an occasional bit of re- 
freshment of some other name and character 
[laughter]; and that the termination of a creat 
intellectual struggle is to be to sit down and see 
who can stand it longest? Think of it! 

If the passage of legislation demanded by 
the people is to depend on the “staying 
powers”’ of Senators, and that side is to win 
whose members can sit up the Jongest, then it 
would be better to go back tu the old way of 
getting unanimous consent in jury trials, 
which it somewhat resembles. The jurors 
in a criminal case, after they retired, were 
locked in without meat, drink, fire, or candle, 
till they agreed. Often a sturdy minority 
who could stand starvation the longest forced 
a verdict from a weak or hungry majority. If 
the Senate has to adopt barbaric methods like 
that to reach a vote and legislate after a 
fashion which would be unbecoming Sioux 
Indians then Senators will have to be chosen 
not because of their ability and the experience 
age has given them, but because they have 
hardy bodies and can go long without sleep 
or food. The Senate does not have to adopt 
such methods, however. 

Senator Dubois’ insulting taunt’ would 
sting to instant action any majority less 
feeble and less iike a lump of putty in the 
hands of a minority than that Senatorial 
majority which is supposed to be in favor of 
the passage of the repeal bill. It is in the 
power of the majority of the Senate to brush 
away the unconstitutional rules which deprive 
it of the ability to act, as it wasin the power 
of Samson to break the ropes with which the 
Philistines had bound him. All that is lack- 
ing is the wi'l, but that seems to be lacking 
utterly. A majority of the Senate, acting 
within constitutional limits, can do what it 
pleases. Senator Voorhees says “he wishes 
he could resort to measures to settle the 
vote.’ He can if he has a majority behind 
him. He can introducea closure resolution 
and demand an immediate vote on it in the 
name of the majority. If the Vice‘President 
refuses to put the question Senator Voorhees 
can put it himse‘f, as John Quincy Adams did 
on one occasion in the House, He can order 
the clerk to cail the roll and that official will 
obey the majority. If in the course of time a 
bill the passage of which had such a prelude 
were tocome before the courts, they would 
pronounce its passage valid, because it had 
received the votes of a majority of a quorum 
of the Senate.

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MORE VOLUME OF MONEY REGARDLESS 
OF VALUE. 

The Populist Representative Davis of Kan- 
sas made an “‘argument”’’ Tuesday before 
the House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency. He wants “an elastic fractional pa- 
per currency” to replace retired national 
bank currency, “the volume to be baked on 
business demands.’’ He maintained that an 
increase in the volume of currency is followed 
by an increase in prices, and vice versa; and 
said: 

A doubling of the amonunt,of eurrency will not 
increase priees in Kansas nor in the United 
States more than 10 or 15 percent. If it were an 
independent matter if would; but it is compli- 
cated with debt and other matters. He quoted 
the late Senator Plumb to the eifact that a con- 
traction of 5 per centin the currency necessitatad 
the sale of three billions more of products of the 
country to pay debts than would have been nec- 
essary before the contraction. 


Mr. Davis does not say what kind of cur- 
rency he wants to have issued, whether it is to 
be one like the present currency, with ulti- 
mate redemption by the government in gold, 
or a fiateurrenecy having a purchasing power 
of indefinite value from zero upwards or 25 
cents downwards. Nor does he talk asif he 
understood the relation of volume of money 
to prices. 

Suppose our presestt amount of gold. silver, 
and paper based upon both were doubled. 
If the increased amount were not actually 
needed for the purpdses of transacting busi- 
ness it would simply result in the exportation 
of the surplus part of it. We should buy 
foreign goods in larget_quantities, and in- 
stead of paying for them with our products 
we should pay in coin. That was our 
experience during the period when we were 
producing immense quantities. of ‘gold in 
California. It went abroad. And go it would 
be if adoubling up of the amount of sound 
currency proved to bé more than we needed at 
home. The surplus would flow out for foreign 
goods till the surplus money was all gone and 
we had hardly enough money left for the re- 
quirements of trade, and then there would be 
a stringency and a reaction, and a part of the 
exported coin would flow back again. We 
should get the gold in exchange for a greater 
quantity of our produce sent abroad, or we 
would purchase less of foreign goods “for 
awhile, till something like an equilibrium was 
éstablished, an essential feature in which 
would be an adjustment of the volume of 
currency to the requirements of business, So 
the result would not) necessarily be higher 
prices for the things we had tosell. The only 
country in which a redundancy of. currency 
could force higher prices except temporarily 
would be one having no commercial inter- 
course with the rest of the world, being locked 
up out of the reach of exterior civilization, 
as China and Japan were till within a few 
years past, 

But if we had a fiat currency, such ag the 
Populists of Kansas ate yearning for, none of 
that ‘‘money’’ would go abroad, no matter 
what else might occur, And this for the rea- 
son that no other nation would want that kind 
of money, or consent. to take it in exchange 
for the products of their labor. Whenever 
the imperter of foreign goods had to pay for 
them he would be obliged to take a lot of the 
Populist “currency” to the gold broker and 
buy the required amount of gold with it, and 
would have to pay what the broker charged 
for the gold, the government having made no 
provision for redeeming the *“‘money.” As 
we are doing businesg with foreign ports to 


, the amount of| some three million dollars per 


day our merchants would be to that extent sell- 
ing the fiat *‘ money” for gold and that would 
knock down the purchasing power of the fiat 
currency, the quotationa for which, as fixed 
by the broker; would decline all the harder 
and faster as it became necessary to offer 
more of the paper in exchange for a stated 
amount of the precious metal, on account of 


the decreasing quantity of gold in the coun- - 


try. Why is it the Populistsshut their eyes to 
this outcome? 

AS this Popylist eurrency increased in 
volume it would deprediate in value, as meas- 
ured by purchasing power. With the inces- 
sant demand for gold to go abroad to pay for 
imports the fiat paper money at home 
would sag and sink down by the weight of its 
own lack of gold redemption towards utter 
worthiessness. Every now and then there 
would bea demand for the issue of more 
volume of the ‘* money ” to make amends for 
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some untruthful calamity croaker.

MUSIC AND DRAMA, 
The production of Sardou’s “ Nos Intimes”’ 


was a triumph for the. French company at Hoo- 
ley’s—a particular triumph for Mme. Hading, 
whe was enthusiastically. cheered after the 
third act, and another center-shot in 
broad character acting for M. Coquelin. 
As the performance opened late and closed late 
one will not attempt to describe it at this time. 
Suffice this summary of impressions: 

It was a transition from the warm humanity of 
Augier and Sandeau to the cold cleverness of 
Sardou. If convent pupils might have 
seen “Mile. de la Siegliére,” it would 
have been unwise for them to witness 
“Nos Intimes” unless they had neglected their 
French lessons. At the same time let it be 


| said that as risque as “Nos Intimes” is, 


the delicate acting of Mme. Hading as the heroine 
makes the play far less harmful in a moral sense 
than when the character is interpreted by an 
awkward, English-speaking actress. Mme. 
Hading the night before impersonated an 
artless young woman. Her task last night 
was to portray a _ guileless wife. In 
the word “guileless” lies the secret of 


| Mmé. Hading’s surpassing merit. She made

GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY ARISES FOR 
VOORHEES AND GORMAN, 


Blackburn, Chairman of the Rules Com- 
mittee and Prince of Filibusters, Offers 
_ Moral Support to Secure a Vote—Action 
Failing He Has a Compromise to Offer, 
and Also Favors Wildcat Currency= 
With Hamburg Butler He Makes a Pyr- 
otechnical Appeal for White Metal. 
Wasutnoros, D. C., Oct. 4.—[Special.]— 
Now is the time for Gorman and Voorhees to 
pass the unconditional repeal bill. Joe 
Blackburn, the prince of filibusters, will help 
them get a vote, All his moral support will 
be given for a while to thatend. Then, if 
repeal is not had, the Kentucky Senator will 
probably insist on his .compromise. But he 


| himself has said it, that he is against dilatory 


tactics and with the country in demanding an 
early settlement of the financial question. 
Blackburn is Chairman of the Committee on 
Rules. That committee has before it the vari- 
ous propositions for closure. His party is in 


the majority and responsible for legislation. - 


So he comes out as the only means of escape 
from closure, and tells his party that it ought 
to have a vote on the pending legislation. In 
doing so he put himself on record as abso- 
lutely against unconditional repeal, and out- 
lined a compromise which be will offer- to- 
morrow. This compromise proposes to coin 
the seigniorage of the silver bullion, to utilize 
the products of the mines for some years to 
come, and, if any advantage will be gained, 
to change the ratio. He also intends to have 
the State bank tax repealed. 

Blackburn was one of the forty-nine Sena- 
tors on the administration list of those who 
might be induced to support unconditional 
repeal. It was thought he would do this out 
of regard for Carlisle. His speech today re- 
duces the list to forty-eight. All the comfort 
the administration can get out of itis his in- 
dividual promise not to encourage filibuster- 
ing, There are other silver Democrats who if 
brought to the rack would also be compelled 
to give at least an apparent support to the de- 
mand for an early vote. So if Gorman and 
Voorhees delay any longer there will be abso- 
lutely no excuse. With Joe Blackburn's 
moral support assured against filibustering 
they can either pass the repeal bill within a 
week or they can’t pass it atall. The coun- 
try is entitled to a demonstration of what they 
can or cannot.do at once. 


Undercurrent for Wildcat Money. 


Some persons might have found in today’s 
proceedings evidence that a perfect under- 
standing exists by which all the forees against 
unconditional repeal are to be utilized. Black- 
burn declared for a compromise and an early 
vote. Butler of South Carolina declared for 
a compromise anda vote at some indefinite 
time in the future. While Blackburn thought 
the subject had been exhausted Butler thought 
that the threshold of the debate had hardly 
been reached. Butler was savage in his re- 
sentment of any suggestion of executive in- 


terference. For the good of the party and the . 


administration he urged a compromise. Like 
Sertator Blackburn, the repeal of the State 
bank tax was a part of the compromise. Some 
people will find in these cireurnstances ¢on- 
firrmation of the belief that Democratic har- 
mony is to be secured through this means, 
and that all Republican support is to be driven 
away from the repeal bill. 

While the time seems ripe for the adminis- 
tration Senators to start in and hold the Sen- 


ate down toa vote they seem to be entering } 


on the second stage of a_ winter's campaign. 
After eight weeks’ fruitless debate they show 
a tendency to begin afresh. So Senators 
White, McPherson, and others of theadmin- 
istration supporters are going t6 make 
speeches. The notion seems to be that as 
weeks and months go past by thetime the 
regular session comes around in December 
they may have tired out the silverites and 
have literally exhausted debate. The weak- 
ness of this new plan of campaign is that -it 
presupposes there will be no change of ex- 
isting conditions and that no new factor will 
be brought into the fight. 

The administration Senators ignore the bad 
faith by which the elections repeal bill was 
brought up in the House, and it is to be sent 
over to the Senate next week. They also 
ignore the fact that there are political cam- 
paigns going on ina dozen States, and that 
the November elections can be relied on to 
strengthen the cause of sound money. If the 
Populist movement in the Southern States 
should be kept down it will be claimed that 
this. was because Daniel, Harris, Morgan, 
Pugh, Colquitt, and other Southern Senators 
stood up in the Senate in favor of silver, and 
thus kept their party united, If the Populist 
movement should gain headway, this will be 
cited as convincing evidence that the admin- 
istration’s silver policy, if uncheeked by the 
Democratic Senate, would mean the absolute 
destruction of the party intheSouth. So there 
is no pretext on which Gorman and Voorhees 
can justify another day’s delay. 


BUTLER AND BLACKBURN, 


Southern Senators Make Ranting Speeches 
in Favor of White Metal. 

Wasuinotron, D. C., Oct. 4,—Mr. Morgan 
(Dem., Ala.) today reported back to the Sen- 
ate from the Committee on Foreign Relations 
without recommendation the bill referred to 
it making appropriations to enforce the Chi- 
nese exciusion act. The bill was referred to 
the Committee on Appropriations. 

Mr. Peffer (Pop., Kas.) offered a resolution, 
which went over till tomorrow, for the ap- 
pointment of a select committee of three Sen- 
ators to consider and report whether any leg- 
islation 1s necessary to improve the banking 
system of the country to the end that greater 
steadiness may be maintained in currency 
circulation, that there may be less interrup- 
tion in business exchanges, that depositors 
may be better secured against loss, and _ that 
the savings of the people may be safely sant. 

Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.) offered a resolu- 
tion instructing the Judiciary committee to 
inquire and report what provisions of the act 
of January, 1837 (the free coinage act), are 
now in force, and to report by bill or other- 
wise. 

Mr, Allison (Rep., Ia.) took - exception to 
the last clause of the resolution, as transfer- 
ring the financial question to the Judiciary 
committee. Mr. Morgan suggested that the 
Judiciary committee might report that a bill 
for the revival of the act of 1837 was necés- 
sary, or thatan amendment of that act was 
necessary, or that the act was now in force, or 
had been neglected by the officers of the 
United States Government and allowed to 
fall into “innocuous disuetude,”’ The resolu- 
tion went over till tomorrow. 


Butler Against Repeal, 


The silver purchase repeal bill was taken 
up, and Mr. Butler (Dem., S. C.) spoke in op- 
position. He said the Senate was the last 
refuge of minorities in this country. This 
was not a government of majorities—unre- 
strained majorities.

FOR TRYING TO KILL A CARDINAL, 


Csolics Sentenced to Ten Years’ Penal 
Servitude=Forgiven by Vaszary. 

Bupa Pusru, Oct. 4.—Csolics, the man ac- 
cused of attempting in April last to kill Car- 
dinal Vaszary, Primate of Hungary, was found 
guilty today and was sentenced to ten years’ 
penal imprisonment, to be followed by ten 
years’ deprivation of his civil rights. Neither 
the prosecution nor the prisoner is satisfied 


with the sentence, and both have given notice: 


to the court that they will appeal. It is said 
if the Cardinal could prevent punishment 
being meted out to Csolics he would willingly 
doso. During the course of the trial Csolics 
stated to the court that the Cardinal had for- 
given him, and had supported his family ever 
since he had been confined in. prison. Csolics 
was a cellar man employed at the Cardinal’s 
palace. He was discharged, and when he pre- 
sented a petition to the Cardinal asking for re- 
instat¢ment the latter told him he would have 
to refer the matter to an official of his house- 
hold. This enraged Csolics, who attempted 
to stab the Cardinal. 


COAL GETTING SCARCE IN ENGLAND. 


Supply So Small and Price So High It Is 
Being Brought from Philadelphia, 

Lonpox, Oct. 4.—The shortage of coal, ow- 
ing to the colliers’ strike and the difficulty of 
transportation, is becoming worse and worse 
in nearly every coal center in the kingdom. 
In Dublin the stocks will be exhausted ina 
month if importations cease. On the London 
Coal Exchange only trifling supplies are 
offered and the demand is strong. A remark- 
able sign of the . times is the fact that Simp- 
son, Spence & Co. of London have chartered 
asteamer to bring a cargo from Philadelphia, 
paying 12 shillings six pence per ton for freight- 
age. This is declared to be an unprecedented 
occurrence. In many pits in Derbyshire 
work has been resumed on the terms agreed 
to Friday last—namely: that the old rate of 
wages should be paid,’ and that each man 
should contribute a shilling a day to the strike 
fund. The Derby County Council has voted 
£10,000 with which to pay the extra police 
and troops necessitated by the strike. 


AFRICAN SAVAGES EAGER FUR WAR, 


Matabele Regiments in Mashonaland Said 
to Be Marching on Fort Victoria, 

Carpe Town, Oct. 4.—Advices from Fort 
Victoria, one of the stations of the British 
South Africa company in Mashonaland, show 
the Matabele regiments of King Lobengula 
are advgucing toward the fort with the appar- 
ent intention of attacking the place. Dr. 
Jameson, the company’s administrator in 
Mashonaland, has resolved to assume the 
offensive with a view to checking the advan- 
cing of the Matabeles, A strong force is,about 
to march from Fort Victoria and Fort 
Charler; and it will ,endeavor to drive the 
Matabeles out of Mashonaland. The Mata- 
beles are said to be eager for war with the 
Europeans, and unless King Lobengula is 
able to check the war feeling among his 
young warriors an engagement is more than 
likely tu occur.

After reciting in 
the preamble that the businegs’of the country 
was paralyzed for the lack of money and the 
condition of the country was due to 
vicious financial legislation, it was 
resolved that free and unlimited 
coinage’ _ of silver was a necessity 
paramount. The repeal of the Sherman law 
was opposed and the Congress was called on 
to urge the President to call an international 
convention to deal with bimetallism. The 
further issue of government bonds was de- 
nounced as the aim’'and end sought in the 
present calamity by Wall street. The General 
Government was urged to improve the great 
natural highways of trade, and a closer 
relation and an equitable plane of carrier 
rates between States was advocated. Gov. 
Waite offered an amendment that the right of 


each State to make foreign and domestic gold 
and silver coins a legal tender in the State 


was a constitutional right which any State 
may lawfully exercise. 


MUST DO BUSINESS OR LOSE CHARTERS. 


Some Corporations Supposed to Belong to 
Trusts Say That They Are Not Operating. 
SPRINGFIELD, Il]., Oct. 4.—[Special.]— 

Every mail brings in several hundred letters 
from corporations to the Secretary of State in 
response to the circular letters sent out two 
weeks ago. Of the 25,000 letters sent out, 
3,000 have been returned undelivered, the 
corporations to which they were addressed 
having evidently gone out of business. About 
4,000 replies have been received, and of these 
a thousand say they are no longer doing busi- 
ness. Another thousand have made defective 
affidavits, which will be returned to them. 
The remaining 2,000 of the num- 
ber having replied have paid the 
$1 fee and filled out the affiaavit satisfactorily. 
A number of the larger corporations, popular- 
ly supposed to be under the control of trusts, 
make affidavit to the contrary. The number 
includes the strawboard and farm implement 
concerns. Some of the distillery corporations 
whose plants are now being operated by the 
‘‘ whisky trust’’ have answered that they have 
disposed of their property and are not now 
engaged in business, but as the records do not 
show their charters to have been surrendered 
the Secretary of State is not disposed 
to accept their affidavits as conclusive 
and is now in corréspondence with 
them. If it transpires that they are not doing 
business their charters will be canceled. This 
is true also of all other corporations which 
have ceased to do business, many of which 
are controlling valuable franchises even in 
their corporate name, which other companies 
would be glad to put to a profitable use. Sev- 
eral railroad companies have raised the point 
that they are exempt from the operations of 
the lawon the pround that, by a recent de- 
cision of the Federal Court in a Kansas case, 
the anti-trust act of Congress is held not to 
apply to railroad companies.

Then the Secretary sur- 
prised them by pulling a letter from John A, 
King withdrawing his indorsement of Town- 
send. As King was one of the original mov- 
ers in the scheme to bring fowara Townsend 
as a compromise, the delegation was not pre- 
pared for the news which Secretary Carlisle 
gave them. The Secretary wanted to know 
if, under the circumstances, they still insisted 
on Townsend’s appointment, and they said 
they did.

This afternoon they tried to make out 
that King’s letter was not a withdrawal of in- 
dorsement, as it contained many compli- 
ments to Townsend.

RUDOLPH THE GREAT. 


THE ETNA STABLE GELDING RUNS 
A WONDERFUL RAGE 


With Great Weight Up and Badly Cut Off 
He Runs Around His Field in What Is 
Practically Record Time<—Glenmoyne 
Defeats Helen Nichols—After a Short 
Investigation Tom Tough and His Party 
Ruled Off for Too Sudden an Awaken- 
ing=General Turf News. 

New York, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—The West- 
ern champion Rudolph is about the best horse 
in training hereabouts. just now. Tammany, 
who was retired after his successful match 
with Lamplighter, might have made it inter- 
esting for the Westerner, but with him out 
there is none to make Hankins & Johnson’s 
horse stretch his neck. He performed an 
almost,wonderful feat at Morris Park today. 
It was fn the Fordham Handicap, at a mile 
and five-sixteenths, and the way in which 
Rudolph won it stamps him as one of 
tho greatest horses of the year. It 
is doubtful if there is another 
horse in training that could have done what 
hedid. He picked up 124 pounds and ran 
the distance in 2:14, within a quarter of 4 


second of the record for the distance which 
was madé by Sir John, who carried 116 
pounds. Rudolph covered more ground than 
any other horse in the race, and shut out and 
knocked out of his stride as he was, he won 
with comparative ease. He was loudly ap- 
plauded. Game little Sir Walter, who was 
in at 108 pounds, was the favorite, but Ru- 
dolph had so many friends that he closed 
a strong second .choice, Picknicker and Kil- 
deer, the only Mher starters, were at long 
odds. Picknicker was the taskmaster until they 
was straightened out for home. Sir Walter then 
moved up tohim. Rudolph, who had been trail- 
ing. then tried to come through on the rail, but 
was effectually shut out a sixteenth from home. 
Sir Walter looked to have the race won, but Ir- 
ving?palled Radolph over to_the outside, and, 
with a clear field, overhauled Sir Walter and beat 
him out by three-quarters of a length amid in- 
tense enthusiasm. Picknicker was third, Ru- 
dolph won well within himself. 


Glenmoyne Defeats Helen Nichols. 


The opening dash of three-quarters was a cake- 
walk for Wah Jim, an odds-on favorite. At the 
end of a furlong Wah Jim passed the Clio col 
and for the balance of the journey had things al 
oe own way. Lustre was second, Sir Matthew 
third. 

Glenmoyne and Helen Nichols met in the seven 
furlongs bandicap for 3-year-olds and McCaffert 
filly went to the posta slight favorite, althoug 
there was a tremendous tip out on Glenmoyne. The 
latter settled Helen Nichols’ aspirations without 
the semblance of an effort. She cut out the work 
to the finishi furlong. Glenmoyne, who had 
closely attended her throughout the journey, 
then went tothe front. He easily held Helen 
Nichols safe the rest of the distance aud won gal- 
loping. 

‘There was a big field of fifteen youngsters in 
the five and a half furlongs selli race for 2- 
year-olds.

THE “I.-0.” RETURNING EVIL FOR GOOD. 


A Paper Which Reverses the Command Con- 
tained inthe Scriptural Injunctfon, 

When on All-Fools’ day a person sees a 

friend traveling along with a disheloth pinned 


to his coat tail he generally taps him on the 


shoulder and laughingly calls his attention to 
his predicament. Some men in such’a case 
thank the person whv has extricated them 
from their ridiculous plight and laugh with 
him, Others, irritated at having been fooled, 
get angrier with the one who told them of the 
appended dishcloth than the one who pinned 
iton. The Inter-Ocean seems to belong to 
the latter class. 

Some weeks ago there appeared on the 
blank wall of a six-story building at Madison 
and State streets the pictures of half a dozen 
grinning creatures with fools’ caps on their 
heads. Each had in his hand an /nter-Ocean, 
and| the mouth of each was open wide as he 
gazed at its page. At the end of the line 
stood an Amazonian semblance of the female 
called **Chieago,” firmly supported on big 
feet, whose huge foretinger was pointed at the 
row of simpletons, while her massive lips 
seemed to say, ** What fools ye mortals be ”’ 
to *tsee anything there to grin at.”’ 

The city was full of country people, The 
picture was on a much-traveled thoroughfare, 
and thousands of strangers gazed upon it and 
took it for a sketch of the ** Chicago” lady 
rebuking the readers of the IJnter-Ocean. 
While seeing the appropriateness of this wall 
painting they did not think it in quite good 
taste, for they supposed it was the facetious 
work of some other morning pape? anxious 
that country visitors should have a good 


‘laugh at the expense of un esteemed contem- 


porary. The vountry folks thought it was 
rather a mean thing for a rival of the /nter- 
zene todo; that it was carrying a joke too 
ar. 

Desirous to clear ita skirts THe Trrsunr 
printed a little cartoon of the picture, and ex- 
plained for the benefit of visitors that it was 
the work of the /nter-Ocean itself, represent- 
ing the labor of the combined artistic and lit- 
erary talent of the establishment: At the 
same time this paper suggested to its.junior 
that it ought to remove that row of grinning 
fools, who were made to stand for its readers, 
out of respect to the latter. What was meant 
perhaps as an advertisement was producing a 
very different effect. It made men ashamed 
to be seen reading the /nter-Ocean for fear 
they would be laughed at as the origigals of 
the fools on the wall. 

Instead of taking this kind and neighborly 
hint of THe Trmvune in good part and thank- 
ing it therefor the /.-O. did not paint out its 


fresco on the wall immediately, but. braving, 


popular laughiter, let it remain there several! 
days and then obliterated it. Having done 
that it proceeded yesterday to devote a good 
portion of its first and some of its second 
pages toa wild onslaught on Tue Tribune, 
so wild a one as to show that it was very an- 
gry because Tue Trisune had pointed out 
the ridiculous character of its cartoon with 
the hint that it should reform it, and stop the 
passers-by laughing at it. 

Having searched the files of Tue Trisune 
for the last ten years the IJnfer-Ocean an- 
nounces that there have been occasions. ‘when 
it printed items @f news which this paper did 
not., It is stated, for instance, that ** Tur 
Tribune did not. have a line about the passage 
of the great drainage law by the [Illinois 
Legislature two yearsago.”’ That is. prob- 
able, for that law was not passed two years 
ago, nor wasany amendment to it adopted 
two years ago. It is quite possible the Jnter- 
Ocean did state two years ago that the Legis- 
lature had passed a drainage bill. If, so, it 
made one of its customary mistakes, as. when 
it announced the other day as exclusive news 
that'Gov. William E. Russellof Massachusetts 
had been nominated for the fourth time. 

Tue TrIpuNE is again accused of | being 
** scooped ’’ on the report of a $300,000 fire 
at @maha. Here the critics are grieved 
because THs TrRIsunE printed the news too 
early instead of too late. In the first edition 
of (Tuesday morning last THe Trisune 
printed this dispatch in the fifth column of 
the second page: 


FARNUM STREET THEATER BURNED. 


PROPERTY Loss $300,000—PROF. J M. GAYNOR PROB- 
ABLY FATALLY HURT. 

OmaAna, Neb., Oct. 2.—[{Special.]—Fire + broke 
out tonight in the three-story Farnum: Street 
Theater, Fifteenth and Farnum streets. In an 
hour the theater. the Saloons of “ Jack”? Woods 
and Ed Wittig, the annex to the Daily Worild- 
Herald, and séveral smaller buildings had. been 
destroyed either by the flames or falling walls. 
This included.the Saxe drug store and a number 
of others. In the Opéra-House Block the damage 
is estimated at $300,000, with about half that 
amount of insurance. Falling walls probably 
fatally injured Prof. J. M.Gaynor and danger- 
ously injured Foremen Scott and Simpson. Kate 
Emmet’s company, “Waifs of New York.” 
began’ an enfgagement at the theater, yes- 
terday. The members were preparing for 
the evening performance when a gas-jet in 
the wings was pushed against the draperies 
and soon the whole interior of the house was 
ablaze and falling in. The property of the com. 
pany, valued at $10,000, was consumed. The 
only thing the company saved was.its fire engine 
used in the fire scene, which could not be gotten 
into the house. The east wall fell shortly aft&® 
the fire broke out, The north wall shortdy fol- 
lowed. It tumbled against the five-story Corbean 
Block across the alley. Prof. Gaynor was struck 
on the spine by bricks and paralyzed. It is 
feared he cannot recover. While the whole fire 
department was battling with the flames five 
other alarms were turned in from other portions 
of the city. The burning of several residences 
near St. Mary's Convent caused a report that the 
immense structure was in flames anda hundred 
pupils were imprisoned in it. The other fires 
were of minor importance.

THEIR WORKS TREATED IN AN ABLE 
PAPER BEFORE THE CONGRESS. 


Miss Blackburn of London the First of 
Her Sex to Be Represented at Such a 
Gathering=Ex-Secretary Noble Delivers 
an Address atthe Morning Session= 
Effects of Inventions on the Cotton In- 
dustrySuggestions from the Field of 
Missions=For Advancement of Women.

Yesterday’s sessions of the Patent and Trade 
Mark Congress had several prominent men 
on its list of speakers. At the morning ses- 
sion the principal speaker was the Hon. 
John W..Noble. ex-Secretary of the Interior. 
A paper prepared by Miss Helen Blackburn of 
London and read by Mrs. Charles Henrotin 
was unique in that it was the first time a 
woman had ever presented a paper before an 
inventors’ or trade mark association. The 
chief paper of the afternoon session was pre- 
pared and delivered by Gen. William F, Dra- 
per, Representative to Congress from Massa- 
chusetts, and the head of the great cotton 
machinery manufacturing house of George 
Draper & Sons. 

Miss Blackburn’s paper was the first of the 
morning. The paper in substance follows: 

Modern facilities for knowledge and communi- 
cation have brought to the front a quite remark- 
able number of inventions by women. The first 
patent ever issued was granted in 1617 to a man, 
and twenty years later the first granted toa 
woman was one for preparing tincture of saf- 
fron, roses, ete., which was granted to Amye 
Everard, and the next one ayear later to Sara 
Jerome, who patented an “ engine” for cutting 
wood into thin pieces for use in making band 
boxes and sword sheathes. In the latter half of the 
seventeenth century the names of five women 
patentees are recordedin the British office; in 
the eighteenth century we find ten; = in 
the first halfof the nineteenth century up to 
1852 there were forty-two. Since and including 
L884 there have been issued to women 1,781 
patents. The number of patents taken out thus 
increases steadily each year, marking the steps 
of education, civilization, wealth, and luxury, 
thé proportion of them granted to women con- 
stantly incréasing. 

Address by ex-Secretary Noble. 


Ex-Secretary Noble followed in an interest- 
ing address. He spoke of the influence of in- 
ventions upon the forms of government and 
the advanceinent they made, claiming that 
they were largely the results of patriotic 
spirit. In this connection he referred to the 
large number of beneficial inventions and 
patents produced during the civil war, declar- 
ing that they were the means by which the 
government was enabled to successfully main- 
tain its army and prosecute the war, with the 
great producing fields of the West and North- 
west depleted of nen but supplied with ma- 
chinery to do the work of the farms. 

An elaborate plan for an international 
union for the protection ¢@f-industrial prop- 
erty and its developments, prepared by H. 
Morel and B. Frey-Godet of Berne, Switzer- 
land, was read by Francis Forbes, and was 
followed by a discussion, in which L, L. Bond 
of Chicago, J. M. Thatcher, ex-Commissioner 
of Patents, L. W. Serrell of New York, James 
Buchanan of New Jersey, and A, C. Fowler 
of St. Louis participated. The gentlemen 
favored the abolishment of Sec. 4,887 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, which 
limits the life of an American patent to the 
life of the shortest foreign patent, unless both 
are issued upon the same day. 

Inventions and the Cotton Industry. 

In Gen. William F. Draper’s paper on ‘** The 
Influence of Inventions on the Cotton Indus- 
try’’ he showed how improvements in the 
machinery for gathering and preparing the 
cotton crop and working it up into fabrics 
had made this the greatest cotton manufact- 
uring country in the world. ' 

A paper by Elijah A. Morse of Massachu- 
setts on ** Desired Trade-Mark Legislation ”’ 
was read by Mr. Edmunds, The Patent Law 
Association holds its annual meeting and din- 
ner in honor of the distinguished men present 
at the Union League club this evening. 
Among those who have accepted invitations 
are Judges Blodgett, Woods, Jenkins, Bunn, 
and Grosscup; the Hon. John W. Noble, ex- 
Secretary of the Interior; the Hon. William 
F, Draper, nember of Congress from Massa- 
chusetts; the Hon. James Buchanan of New 
Jersey; the Hon. John 8S. Seymour, United 
States Commissioner of Patents; the Hon. 
Richard Pope, Canadian Commissioner of 
Patents; Dr. J. Gatling of Hartford, 
Conn.; Ephraim Banning, Chairman of the 
Committee on Organization; Francis Forbes, 
Chairman of the Committee on Trade-Mark 
Association.

PAPERS AT THE MISSION CONGRESS, 


Hall of Columbus Crowded at the Joint 
Session—Points on Woman’s Work, 

The interest in the joint congress of mis- * 
sions continues without abatement. The Hall 
of Columbus is none too large to accommo- 
date the crowds. Miss Ellen C. Parsons of 
New York presented the first paper of the 
morning and treated of the history of mis- 
sions. She tracedthe history of organized 
missionary work. from the later years of the 
sixteenth century and the earlier years of the 
nineteenth, when, as she described it, mission- 
ary work was conducted by volunteer pickets, 
up through its development into a splendid 
and disciplined army. She started with con- 
tributions which included everything in the 
shape of woman’s products to the present day, 
when its annual disbursements of cash 
amounts to $1,500,000. Of the causes which 
led to the sacritices and efforts of these wom- 
en, Miss Parsons said: 

What was it that shook the church, roused the 
women to united, systematic, concentrated ac- 
tion? That moved on aid on, a compelling force, 
until we have nowin this country the spectacle 
of hundreds of thousands of women, represent- 
ing every branch of the Christian church, banded 
together in chartered societies and disbursing 
from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000 every year? Only 
one other movement, that of the Woman s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, compares with in num- 
bers and moral poor. Whence came that pow- 
erful voice which evoked so much energy and ac- 
oa? It was not patriotism, warning of the 
menace of an incoming tide of immigrants—that 
came later. It was not national remorse demand- 
ing reparation to the exile Indian. It was not 
eventhe last command of Jesus, “ Disciple all 
nations,” like a clarion call to the conscience. It 
was a human cry, appealieg eeprcenty to woman's 
tenderness, and it pierced her heart. It sounded 
out from that black heathenism, ages old, lost, 
vast, awful—the heartbreak of motherhood, the 
stifled ery of distorted childhood. This was what 
happy women heard in their happy, protected 
homes. “ Are there any female men among you 
to come and teach us?” asked a group of Chi- 
nese womer ata pre years ago of the Amer- 
ican missionary. Women, and only women, could 
meet the need, something less strenuous might 
have caught the ear, but it required a call just 
so terrible, importunate, soshut up to woman, + 
to fasten irresistibly upon her heart. 

Miss Buzzell and Mrs. M. Louise Thomas 
of New York made brief addresses,and Edna 
Dean Proctor, the celebrated ,uthoress, read 
an original poem entitled ** The Kingdom of 
God,”’ 


Dr. Thomas Craven, for twenty-three years 
a missionary in Lucknow, India, delivered a 
brief address. Mr. Craven said that he had 
attended the recent Parliament of Religions, 
and that upon the platform he had seen many 
distinguished gentlemen from India, who 
could not have appeared there but for the work 
of the Christian religion in India. old 
caste rules would have made that impossible. 


He added: 
I consider the very presence of Mozoomdar and 
of other speakers from India was of itself a testi- 
} 2 he ms | &. a 


mony to the power of Christianity in India. 
Their very language was a testimony. It was the 
Christian missionaries who carried the English 
language to the Mast indies. The first instructor 
of the people in this language was Dr. Duff of 
the Free Church of Scotland, and the first Anglo- 
Indian dictionary was made by a Baptist mission- 
ary. I have sat here and listened to the charges 
made by these gentlemen that it was Christianity 
that had taken the drink habit to India. That 
statement is false. Long before England went 
to India the toddy of the palm and the toddy of 
the =p A and of opium was in use among the in- 
digent classes of India, who could not afford to 
buy the high priced liquors which were brought. 
from foreign lands. And who is it now that is 
making the fight against all forms of intemper- 
ance in India—a Hindu, a Mohammedan, a Bu , 
dhist? No; it is John Evans, a Baptist mission- 
ary. He it is who is making war both upon the 
home-made drinks indulged by the lower classes 
and the liquors which are imported into India. 

The jast paper of the morning was that of 
Mrs. Moses Smith, President of the Woman’s 
Board of Missions of the Interior, who deliv- 
ered a comprehensive and interesting address 
upon ** Women Under the Ethnic Religions.” 

At the afternoon session a paper was read 
by Mrs. E. W. Blatchford of Chicago, which

‘under the Jewish and Christian religions, 
Prof. G. Frederick Wright of Oberlin Uni- 
versity read a paper on science and missions, 
which was followed by a paper by Mrs. A. F. 
Shaeffler ot New York on the place of women 
in missionary work. 

One of the most notable addresses read be- 
fore the Congress of Missions was that of Gen. 
B. R. Cowen on ** Responsibility of Christian 
Governments as to Human Slavery,” in which 
he showed how civilized nations had trafficked 
in human beings. The closing paper of the 
afternoon was one contributed by the Rev. 
Dr, Reed of China on “ The Beafings of In- 
ternational Law on Religious Toleration.” 

At the evening segsion the Rev, $8. T. Bald- 
win, D. D., of New York read a paper on 
oC hristian Governments and the Opium. 
Traffic,’ and the Rev. A. A. Miner of Boston 
read a paper on ** Christian Gavernments and 
the Rum Traffic.” Short addresses were 
made. by the Rev, Dr. Wood of Calleo, Peru, 
the Rev. J. Milton Green, D. D., of Mexico, 
the Rev. Dr. MeGilvary of Siam, and the 
Rev. Dr. Deese of India. 


FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF WOMEN. . 


Twenty-first Anniversary of the Associa- 
tion Fittingly Celebrated. 

7 The twenty-first anniversary of the Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Women was ce!- 
ebrated yesterday at the Art Institute. The 
object of the society is to endeavor to open 
new avenues of usefulness for woman and 
generally promote her comfort and well- 
being. Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, whose life 
has been spent in a struggle for the advance- 
ment of her sex, presided, In opening the, 
morning session she spoke’ of the associa- 
tion having reached its majority and become 
& permanent and moving factor in the world’s 
history. 

Mrs. Townsend of Buffalo followed with a 
tribute to the memory of the society’s late 
Vice-President, Miss M. A. Ripley, after which 
a paper on ‘The Influence of the Discovery 
of America on Religion,” by the Rev. An- 
toinette Brown Blackwell, was read. Mrs. 
Black well concluded as follows: | 

The imperative question of the day is, how can 
government wisely and fects 80 respect public, 
social, and personal rights that the freedom of 
the individual be least restrained and. the inter- 
ests of the Commonwealth best promoted and 
protected? The leveling of ranks and titles and 
the fostering of liberal tendencies is the great 
object lesson of the day. The discovery of Amer- 
ica unlocked the doors of the entire continent for 
the entrance of benign Christian principles, and 
today all the world is represented in Chicago in 
peaceful, elevated communion. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Boynton Harbert discussed 
many of the points suggested in Mrs. Black- 
well’s paper. Then followed an address by 
Mrs. Ednah Cheney on “ Ethical Relations.” 
She held it to be the duty of America as a na- 
tion to aid and encourage all other nations in 


the work of protecting the new humanity. , 


Mrs. Maud Howe Elliott spoke for the China- 
men. Mrs. Clara Bewick Colby, editor of the 
Woman's Tribune, who is bringing gip an In- 
dian baby rescued from the field of battle by 
her husband, followed with a talk on Indian 
characteristicsand peculiarities. Mrs. Frances 
Harper followed with an address upon the 
duty of society to the negro race, declaring it 
was more thana racial question—a question 
which involved the safety and perpetuity of 
the Nation. 

At the evening session Mrs. Ellen Mitchell 
of Colorado read a paper on “ Political 
Ethics,’ which was followed by an interest- 
ing discussion, in which several members of 
the association took part. And Mrs. Maud 
Howe Elliott gave an address on the work of 
women in the Salvation Army, having especial 
reference to Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth.

Said 
committee is to report progress to this board at 
every other regular meeting, the first report to 
be made Dec. 6, 1803. 

The committee selected consists of William 
H. Cairnduff, Edwin F. Getchell, and Willis 
G. Jackson, active members, and George E. 
Cole and Samuel S. Greeley, associate mem- 
bers. 

President Bond announced that the next 
informal dinner of the board will be given 
Monday evening, Nov. 27, at 6 o’clock. He 
appointed as Chairman for the evening 
Eugene H. Fishburn, and as Chairman of the 
Committee of Arrangements, Valentine H. 
Surghnor. Albert E. Goodrich and Daniel R.
